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The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Serv- 
ice of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked 
the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agricul- 
ture in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricul- 
tural organizations,   commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and 
comity,  State  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing 
tho  trends  of  change  in  counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to 
make  available  data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.  So 
urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled 
such  information  at  considerable  coct.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs 
that  this  series  is  being  issued* 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing 
State  end  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  ITorman 
V«  Strand,   State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricul- 
tural Economics  and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  com- 
pleted on  Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration 
Official  Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  27  and  29. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  tho  prepara- 
tion of  tho  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of 
the  Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publica- 
tion in ^ this  series.    Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and 
tax  officials  who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under 
the  Iowa  laws.    Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed, 
agricultural  statistics  would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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I01A  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  BLACK  HAW  COUNTY 

Black  Hawk  County  originally  belonged  to  Buchanan  County.     The  General 
Assembly  of  Iowa  established  it  as  a  separate  county  on  February  17,  1847,  1/ 
However,  it  was  still  attached  to  Buchanan  County  for  judicial  purposes.  It 
was  not  fully  organized  until  1853,  when  the  county  officers  were  elected  and 
the  county-seat  was  located  at  Cedar  Palls  on  the  Cedar  River.     The  name  is 
in  honor  of  Chief  Black  Hawk,  the  noted  leader  of  the  Sac  and  Fox  Indians.  2/ 

The  first  settler  on  record  was  a  French  trader  named  Paul  Somaneux,  who 
came  up  the  Cedar  River  to  the  rapids  where  Cedar  Palls  now  stands  and  opened 
a  trading  post  in  1837.  He  was  followed  by  two  other  men  that  same  year,  and 
William  Chambers  came  from  Louisa  County  in  1844.  Hone  of  these  settlers  en- 
gaged in  farming,  but  traded  with  the  Indians  for  furs  and  skins. 

In  the  spring  of  1845  William  Sturgis  and  wife,  from  Michigan,  and  A.  S. 
Adams  and  wife,  from  Johnson  County,  made  an  excursion  up  the  Cedar  River  in 
search  of  good  water  power.     They  took  claims  on  the  river  bank  where  Cedar 
Palls  now  stands  and  Mr.  Sturgis  began  construction  of  a  dam  across  the  river. 
The  settlement  soon  became  known  as  Sturgis  Palls.    A  saw  mill  was  erected  at 
this  place  in  1847,  and,  in  1851,  a  town  was  laid  out  and  named  Cedar  palls. 

In  1846.  a  settlement  was  made  about  seven  miles  below  Cedar  Palls  at  a 
point  known  as  Prairie  Rapids.     This  later  became  the  city  of  Waterloo  and  in 
1855  was  designated  as  the  county-seat.  3/ 

The  two  principal  cities  of  the  county  developed  along  entirely  differ- 
ent lines*    After  the  completion  of  the  Dubuque  and  Sioux  City  Railroad  in 
1861;  Cedar  palls  experienced  a  typical  boom;  the  saw  and  flour  mills  ran  at 
top  speed  for  the  entire  24  hours  of  the  day,  stores  remained  open  till  late 
at  night,  and  the  farmers  made  the  town  their  shipping  center.     When  the  con- 
struction of  the  railroad  was  resumed  westward  in  1869,  it  was  necessary  to 
shut  the  water  out  of  the  mill  races  temporarily,     The  owners  of  the  mills 
charged  too  much  to  suit  the  railroad  company,  so  the  shops  and  the  division 
point  were  moved  to  Waterloo,     A  soldiers'  orphans  home,  established  in  Cedar 
Palls  in  1865,  was  discontinued  in  1876  and  a  State  Hormal  School  was  opened 
in  the  building*     This  was  changed  to  the  Iowa  State  Teachers'  College  in 
1909  and  is  now  recognized  as  a  leading  educational  center  in  the  Middle 
Weste  4/

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Waterloo  has  teen  a  manufacturing  and  railroad  center  almost  since  its 
beginningc     It  is  said  that  one-fifth  of  all  farm- type  gasoline  engines  manu- 
factured in  America  are  made  here.    It  has  important  meat  packing,  mail  order 
farm  implement  concerns  and  refrigeration  industries,     It  is  the  home  of  the 
famous  National  Belgian  Horse  Show  and  Dairy  Cattle  Congress.     This  exhibition 
is  subsidized  by  Waterloo.  5/ 

The  Waterloo-Cedar  Tails  industrial  center  is  among  the  largest  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  State.     In  1929,  their  125  factories  hired  7,114  workers 
and  had  an  output  of  over  $90,000,000.  6/ 

Area 

Black  Hawk  County  is  approximately  24  miles  each  way,  comprising  565 
square  miles,  or  361,600  acres.    Of  this  amount,  338,878  acres  are  listed  as 
farm  lands.  7/    There  are  16  Congressional  townships  and  18  civil  townships 
within  the  county,     The  two  northern  tiers  of  townships  are  set  off  about  1 
mile  to  the  west  because  the  correction  line  which  constitutes  the  northern 
boundary  of  Township  88  runs  through  the  center  of  the  county.     It  ranks 
thirty-sixth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State M 

Soils 

The  greater  part  of  the  soils  of  Black  Hawk  County  have  been  derived 
from  two  sources,  glacial  debris,  called  drift,  and  wind  deposited  material 
known  as  loess.     The  terraces  and  bottom-lands  along  the  rivers  and  streams 
have  been  formed  by  combinations  of  these  two  substances. 

The  four  soil  groups,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land 
are  classified  into  29  individual  types  with  varying  contents  of  silt,  sand, 
gravel,  clay  and  some  boulders. 

Drift  soils  cover  44.1  percent  of  the  total  area  and  are  classified  in 
the  Carrington,  Clyde,  Webster,  Thurston,  and  Dodgeville  series.     These  pre- 
dominate in  the  triangular  half  of  the  county  lying  east  and  north  of  the 
Cedar  River.    In  general,  the  surface  is  moderately  rolling  with  occasional 
steep  slopes  and  strongly  rolling  regions. 

Loess  soils  are  second  in  importance,  but  are  confined  almost  entirely 
to  the  southwestern  half  of  the  county,     They  belong  to  the  Clinton  and  Tama 
loam  series  and  occupy  32,2  percent  of  the  surface.     The  fine  texture  and  fri- 
able quality  of  these  loams  aid  in  the  retention  of  moisture  and  permit  easy 
tillage,  while  the  gently  rolling  character  of  the  surface  assures  good  drain- 
age.

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Terrace  soils  are  somewhat  less  productive  than  the  drift  and  loess 
soils  and  cover  15.9  percent  of  the  entire  area.     These  are  classified  in  the 
Waukesha,  O'Neill,  Bremer,  and  Calhoun  series,  and  are  found  along  the  entire 
course  cf  the  Cedar  and  Wapsipinicon  rivers.    While  being  somewhat  hummocky 
in  places,  a  fairly  level  surface  prevails. 

Swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  account  for  the  remaining  7,7  percent  of  the 
area.     Some  Wabash  and  Cass  loams  have  been  mapped,  but  the  majority  is  so 
variable  in  composition  and  structure,  due  to  frequent  inundations  and  poor 
drainage,  that  classification  is  impracticable.     This  latter  area  is  designa- 
ted as  meadow.    Minor  areas  of  muck  are  found  throughout  the  county,  with  tim- 
ber and  pasture  land  comprising  the  greater  part  of  this  group.  8/ 

Topography 

The  topography  of  Black  Hawk  County  consists  mainly  of  smoothly  rolling 
prairies,  diagonally  bisected  by  the  southeastward  flowing  Cedar  Eiver«  Its 
many  tributaries  penetrate  virtually  the  entire  area,   except  the  northeastern 
corner,  which  is  traversed  for  a  short  distance  by  the  Wapsipinicon  River, 
The  broad,  shallow  valley  of  the  Cedar  River  is  marked  in  most  places  by  ter- 
raced floors  and  gentle  slopes.    However,  in  several  localities  rather  high 
bluffs  overlook  the  streams.     This  condition  also  exists  to  a  lesser  degree 
along  the  Wapsipinicon  River  and  other  larger  streams. 

The  only  hills  of  any  consequence  occur  in  varying  extent  along  the 
eastern  side  of  the  Cedar  Valley,    None  of  these  hills  are  very  steep  or 
rough.     Considerable  native  timber  is  found  along  the  rivers  and  larger 
streams,  9/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  38  years  (1892-1930)  was  47,0  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  54  years  (1876-1930)  was  31,21  inches,  and  the  grow- 
ing season  averaged  151  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May  5  and 
October  3,  recorded  over  a  period  of  36  years.  10 / 

Population 

This  county  is  unique  in  its  population  history.     The  first  recorded 
count  in  185C  lists  135  inhabitants  and  at  each  succeeding  enumeration  there 
has  been  a.  substantial  increase.     Black  Hawk  County  is  the  third  largest  in 
point  of  population  in  the  State  and  has  a  density  of  122  persons  per  square 
mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44.

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  comprised  28  percent  of  the  entire  population.     There  were 
2,795  Danes,  1,837  Irish  and  762  Germans.    Many  other  nationalities  were 
listed  but  they  had  comparatively  small  representations,  15/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  6  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  coun- 
ty-—! elevator,  3  creameries,  1  livestock  enterprise  and  1  petroleum  plant. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  3,741  members,  of  which  3,448  were  active,  and 
5,173  persons  did  business  with  the  6  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  business  volume  of  $1,378,443  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
$379,190  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively,     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  16/

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Fruit 

There  were  62,397  apple  trees  and  48,192  bushels  listed  in  1884,  the 
"best  year  on  record.    Peaches  have  never  been  of  any  significance  in  this 
county.    The  record  listing  for  plums  was  in  1894,  when  14,030  trees  bore 
3,626  bushels.     The  best  cherry  crop  was  recorded  in  1884,  when  4,510  trees 
produced  1,563  bushels.     The  peak  year  for  grapes  was  1874,  when  24,358 
vines  yielded  82,804  pounds.  17/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off*  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
"by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.    This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  huskede     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown 
by  township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage 
shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county 
summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for 
poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be 
multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as- 
sumed to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields 
are,  therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  25  and  comparison 
with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unadjusted 
State  farm  assessors'  figures.
